ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

Process and device for card generation and labeling 
for extracted or manufactured consumer products, which enables 
nondestructive contactless product inspection and/or 
authentication, including card generation and inspection of 
packaged products without damage to containers, identification 
of trade specimens of a product made by a specific 
manufacturer at every step of its distribution, and detection 
of counterfeit products and/or detection of product taint or 
contamination. The process uses the apparatus and methods of 
spectral analysis to form characteristic multidimensional 
optical images (signatures) , fingerprints, and/or data 
profiles. Such images are presented as a digital, magnetic, 
graphic, holographic or other code that can be read by special 
devices and/or by visual comparison. The code is listed in the 
product documentation and/or printed directly on the product's 
container, which is made of a material transparent in the 
spectral band of the probing and analyzed optical radiation or 
is equipped with a device transparent in the spectral band of 
the probing and analyzed optical radiation. The device enables 
the probing optical radiation to enter and the analyzed 
optical radiation, which is used to obtain the characteristic 
optical image (signature) of the packaged product, to exit, 
and permits comparison of the image with the labeling code or 
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card listed in the product documentation and/or printed 
directly on the product's container. 
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
